One of the govern nu nt's prosecutors 
says when th© action is instituted it 
will be recognised as far eclipsing the 
Standard Oil case in magnitude and 
public importance and one conserva­ 
tive estimate is that it will cost the 
government no less than $.000,000 to 
prosecute. 
This latter fact is said to be the an­ 
swer of the department of justice to 
criticisms of delay.

W ickerham was unwilling to involve 
the government in that great expense 
without the fullest investigation of its 
chances of proving what it will allege.
